In a pleasant tone of voice, though often 


sarcastic, spoke for about three-quaiters of an 
hours, raising smiles, and sometimes creating 
laughter by .her cutting sarcasm, or flashes of 
nit. 
She began by alluding to tbe recent con- 


test in Coloiado, where the people had an op- 
portunity of incorpoiating the right of woman 
to suffiage in the constitution of tbe State. Al- 
though unsuccessful, she thought the effort 
would bo productive of good resnlts'in the fu- 
ture. II luil demonstrated that while all who 
opposed them weie not bad men, yet all the 
bad men, tbe baser elements of society, the 
dangerous cl uses, were bitterly opposed to tbe 
movement, ind thought 
that politics, which 


they controlled, always in Ihe interest of purity, 
of course, would bo demoralized by allowing 
women to v<ite. When the men in Colorado 
wished theh State admitted into the Union, 
they took Bond cars to count overv man. woman 
and child, so as to make up the population 
necessary to entitle them to do so, and yet the 
women weie not of enough account to be allowed 
to have a voi< e in the government after they had 
aided in obtaining it. It was said that women 
did not wish to vote, would not do so if they 
had the opportunity. Why, said the speaker, 
if from no other reason, putting tho lowest mo- 
live possible, selfishness alone \sould induce 
them to vote. To prove this, one had only lo 
look abioad and see the great evil of intemper- 
ance, which nun alone has never been able ta 
destroy. If v, omen could vote upon the ques- 
tion, whether the saloons and bar-rooms should 
bo closed, do you for a moment imagine that 
their voice would give any uncertain sound 1 
Would they icinain at home, sitting with their 
hamis folded, saying, " Wo are not interested 
iu th:s matti'r!'' Not they. Not a mother, 
whose son is liable to be lured into the jaws of 
a drunkard's death, nor a sister, whose brother 
1* m constant pent from 
the wiles of the 


tempter, but would gladly give her ballot in 
favor ol'temperance, and also any other ques- 
tion of truth and right. As an evidence of the 
falseness of the charge tbat women wonld not 
think for themselves, but be led by their preju- 
dices to vote for whatever pi iest or pastor de- 
sired, an incident which occurred in Wyo- 
ming was cited, shotting that in a contest for 
sheriff, one c;uuliclate being a protestant and 
prohibitionist, and the oilier a Catholic and an- 
li-prohibitioniit, the catholic women voted sol- 
idly in favor of the protestant candidate, be. 
cause ho was a temperance man. 


Naturally it was humiliating for women to 


come 
before the 
public, und argue 
their 


fitness for tho ballot. Men were not consist- 
ent in their objection to the matter she was dis- 
cussing; they never meant tbat their wives, their 
mothers or their sisters, were not intelligent 
enough to vote, bat it was somebody else's moth- 
er, somebody else's wife, and somebody else's 
sister. Men Indulged too much in generalities in 
considering this question, and would be sur- 
prised to know how much knowledge their 
wives and mothers had of government. Did 
not a woman who had reared a family of chil- 
dren pioperly, know something about govern- 
ment ? Tbe men bad not been so remarkably 
successful in governing the country wisely, or 
choosing Iho purest men for office. 
Women 


might possibly fail sometimes, but would never 
help elect any worse example of morality than 
John Morrisscy [applause]. Meu aay we are 
the moral element of the world, If so, when in- 
tegrity, honesty and morality are so badly 
needed In the admiuistiation of public affairs, 
why not allow tbe moral element to enter and 
leaven the ma'is of corruption and dishonesty? 
This would bo taking her out of her sphere, 
however, and that would never do. She must 
he placed on a pedestal, where she could be 


voting n(l more intelligently than the girl, 
marches uji to the polls aud puts in his ballot, 
while the girl when requesting tbe same privil- 
ege will be told," girls don't know anything 
about gas lights, it's out of their sphere." Yet 
it is the same principle as when her opinion in 
regard to lighting the room was listened to. II 
woman m anages tin affairs of a household ju- 
diciously, Ihe speaker thought sbe was qualified 
to have a voice in deciding the public polfcy, 
which is only the managing ofthe afliirs of an 
aggregation of households. 


She continued her address by alluding to the 


argument tbat women could not act as soldiers 
and sailors, and therefore in case of war, wonld 


association, organized for 


favoiite practices. There can be no doubt of 
its value as a menus of disseminating correct 
views in regard to this important question. 


Silently these messengers of rational thought 


do their part in the difficult work of enlighten- 
ment. Wherever they are read they temper 
the spirit of hostility, modify or remove preju- 
dice, dissipate narrow aad false notions con 
corning the real significance of the suffrag 
movement, and help to create a favorable publi 
sentiment, which must bo the forerunnerofsuc 


ss. 
The same influence may be ascribed to the 


Woman's Journal, thai excellent vehicle o 
facts and exponent of principles which relate to 
woman's enfranchisement, and to her highes 
social and civil welfare. 


The committee is ever ready la extend its 


circulation, as it is an indispensable agsnt, not 
only in shedding light upon all the questions in- 
volved in this movement, but inactively for- 
wurdlug it and in giving it vitality. Those who 
csiie to have constant acquaintance with 
he progress of the work, and with the doings 
nd tiiuinphs of true and energetic women, 
itherofour own or other landi, can do no 
etter thing than to enroll their names among 
s subscribers.

After the report was disposed of tbe President 


introduced Lucy Stone, whose appearance was 
greeted with applause. After silence was ob- 
tained she began to speak, and in her keen in- 
cisive tones, made some very practical remarks 
confined mainly to showing that although ex- 
cluded by law fiom the Legislatures of the 
State, women were not forbidden to attend tbe 
primary caucuses, where members of tbe Legis- 
lature are nominated, and she urged tbat the 
women all over the land, and of Pennsylvania 
in particular, do this, and try by their InBuence 
to prevent any but those favoring impartial suf- 
frage being nominated. She gave some illus- 
trations showing that the plan bad worked well 
in Massachusetts, and did not see why it would 
not be as effective elsewhere. She also spoke 
of the importance of sending petitions to the 
Legislature every year, to remind it annually 
that half the citizens of the State were unrepre- 
sented. The doors of the colleges, she said 
were slowly opening to the girls, and in Boston 
there had been quite a stir created by tbe ap- 
plication made for the admission of girls to the 
Latin school. And some of tbe girls of Boston 
had shown how plucky they Were, when learn- 
ing that Phillips Brooks had signed the petition 


following: 


opposing the measure, by vowing that although 
taking much pleasure in hearing him preach, 
they would never again go inside of his church. 


After making further remarks covering some 


of the leading phases of the suffrage controver- 
sy, and encouraging the friends of the cause to

Miss Grew then made a short address saying, 


the object which brought them together was a 
very simple one; to ask tlist the moial philoso- 
phy ofthe constitution, which was that all just 
government was based on tbe consent of the 
governed, be carried Into effect. Some of the 
friends of the cause who were younger, and 
possibly more enthusiastic than she, thought 
the battle a long one and were sometimes 
doubtful of success; but to her, who had bat- 
tled forty years in the anti-slavery ranks, had 
been taught the lesson of patieuce. 
The 


greatest obstacle to contend with was the love 
of existing institutions, but it was no innova- 
tion they demanded, anymore than the freeing of 
the slaves was. She was pleased aud encour- 
aged by the presence of so large an audience. 
Forty years ago such an assemblage would 
have been considered an innovation, but things 
had changed so that woman now goes pretty 
much where she pleases,—in the pulpit, in the 
legal and medical professions, and wherever 
there is an opportunity to exert her talents. 
In England, under certain restrictions they 
were allowed to vote, and no doubt would even, 
tually succeed in securing their full rights, both 
there and in this country. Tliey were now dis- 
coveiiug tbat they had an individual existence, 
and progress was making in every diiection. 
Even in Italy, almost alongside of the Pope's 
residence, a Protestant church was erected and 
services held in it, aud the world was slowly 
learning obedience to the highest law, which 
makes woman the equal of man. Therefore, 
she said in concluding, "Instead of being dis- 
couraged, I am encouraged; knowing that 
every good thing must grow, not leap, into ex- 
istence." 


Mrs. Bowles was then called upon for a 


speech, but her husband being present sue dele- 
gated him to take her place. He consented, re- 
marking that he could pay her back when they 
got home for putting him in such a position 
He said he thought the ladies who had spoken 
in the afternoon and evening had demonstrated 
fully their ability to defend their cause. Thirty 
years ago be was convinced that woman had 
tbe right, capa«ity and responsibility to entitle 
them to suffrage, and all his reading and inquiry 
had ted to the same conclusion and b» had 
never seen an objection to it which was worth 
stating. Nobody objected to women stating 
their opinions by public speaking, and he conld 
'imagine no reason wherein It would be more 
dangerous for her to express her opinion by 
ballot, which was merely speaking by means ef 
a piece of paper. This ended his little talk, and 
Mrs. Bowles followed. Sbe is not tall, some- 
what stout, with hair short and bushy, and 
brushed straight back. Sbe is quite pleasant 
looking, her brown eyes being full of fuu, until 
she gets interested in her theme, which is al- 
most as soon as she begins speaking, then they 
are as earnest as her speaking. Sbe was dressed 
plainly In black, unrelieved except by a collar. 
Sbe began by referring to the struggle which 
had bean necessary to gel tbe world to Jt« 
present condition.

loug in the cause she had so much at heart- 
One would thiuk that the arduous contest she 
has waged would have made her manner stern 
and cold, but instead, she has a very pleasant 
look and smiles play over her countenance, not 
unfrequently. She said she had always been 
in favor of suffrage for women—was born with 
the idea she thought. Men were Inconsistent 
m opposing it, even the freedmen as a rule were 
not favorable. 
She remembered when the 


question was voted upon in Kansas.that she 
met a colored minister, who had himself only 
» short time previously been allowed the fran- 
chise, saying, he was opposed to woman suf- 
frage—"Dat he believed in keepiti' de women 
to de religion and de men to de politics." 


When a child, her father in reply to a ques- 


tion from her brother in reference to a politi- 
cal matter, took great pride in explaining it to 
him, but when she came with her inquiry, she 
was told to run iti the honse, girls didn't med- 
dle with politics. Thus it was, the boys from 
their infancy were taught that men were sov- 
ereignsiand women subjects, so that it was not 
string* that Ihere was so strong a prejeduice 
against woman being recognized as a citizen. 
That the air was full of the idea of the inferior- 
ity of women, was illustrated by the case of a 
little boy, who in describing school life said the 
"the girls are the best, but the boys know 
the most,"and by another boy, who going with 
bis sister to make a call, and as she was about 
to rap at the door, exclaimed, " Stopth, stopth, 
tbe man mntht rap." 


No! woman was tbe weaker and needed a 


protector, according to the prevalent idea, but 
the truth was that she was protected to death. 


Allusion was made to tbe injustice which

This most curious case of the intimate rela- 


tions ot animals to plants, and of both to the 
processes of sub-aenel change taking place oa 
the earth's surface, has recently been woiked 
out in great detail by Von Herisen, who, stran-o 
to say, does not seeiu to have hoard of Da'r- 
wm's labors, which he confirms and supple- 
ments. He states that the adult worms come 
to the surface of the earth at night, and, with 
their tails In the mouths of their burrows sur- 
vey the country round, and to collect food in 
the shape of leaves and twigs. These are 
heaped up round the entrance, the leaves be- 
ng ro led up separately and partly drawn into 
the tube, where they soon became macerated 
and partially decomposed, so as to form such 
savory meat as the worm's soul loveth. 


Von Hehsen's observations were conducted 


In a garden with a layer of tnound nine inches 
deep, and a subsoil of yellow diluvial sand. 
Iba worm-tubes weie not easily traced in the 
mould, but were perfectly clear in the sand, 
running vertically downwards to a depth of 
from three to six feet. 
The tubes were often 


found to be lined with stones about the size of 
a pins head, brought lrom the surface, and 
fruit kernels were also found in them. 
But 


the point of chief importance is, that, the walls 
of the burrows were found to be beset with lit- 
tle black masses of a characteristic shape,—the 
excrements of the worms.

placed Lueretia Mott, Mary Grew, and every 
good women in the land in the same category 
with felons, fools aud lunatics, and continuing, 
she said, in a burst of eloquence, " Oh! men of 
Pennsylvania, rich in mountains, rich iu rivers, 
how can yon sit idly by and sufler such injus- 
tice ! Oh I men of Pennsylvania ! what God 
made good he made safe, and as it is a righte- 
ous principle tbat just government is based on 
the consent of tbe governed, it is impossible 
that it would not be safe to invite half the na- 
tion, who are governed without their consent, 
to a share in tbe councils of State." 


She related an amusing conversation she over- 


heard between some street urchins while in 
Colorado. " Hello," said one, •' the wiinmeu is 
golu'to Tote, then they'll be put on the police 
an' wall lick 'em every time. Th«y can't go 
bummin' round in sucb clo'se as that." But 
it is ridiculous to suppose, said tbe speaker, tbat 
women should not vote because they would not 
make effective police officers. Men are supposed 
to be chosen to tbe offices for which they are fit- 
ted and the same would be the case with women. 


Mrs. Stone's remarks were continued at con- 


siderable length, and took in almost every feat- 
ure of the suflrage discussion, and while ge'ner- 
deiivered in a calm, quiet manner, at times 
overreached a degree of eloquence rarely beard 
in any assemblage. 


At the conclusion of her address Misi Grew 


was about to close tbe meeting, when Elizabeth 
Pa«6n arose aud expressed the pleasure she 
bad experienced iu attending the association. 
She did not consider the name <> woman's 
rights" altogether appropriate as appl'ed to this 
movement, but preferred the broader designa- 
tion 6t*liuinan rights."

color being diffused into ttie surrounding sand, 
and these again passed insensibly into meie 
black stripes,—veins of mould running in the 
sandy subsoil. 


In about half ofthe uninhabited tubes were 


found the loots of plants growing on the sur- 
face; these followed exactly the direction of 
the tubes, and gave off fine root-hairs through 
tlie black walls of the latter. From an ex- 
tended series of observations, Von Uensen 
states that tlie roots of annuals can only pene- 
trate into tho subsoil threugh channels opened 
out to them by earth-worms, and he observes 
that this penetration must be of service to the 
plant, as the subsoil retains moisture longer 
than the surface layer ot mould. 


The contents of the intestines and tbe ex- 


cietions of worms show a great similarity in 
miscroscopical and chemical characters to "veg- 
etable mould" (JllaUererde) formed by mix- 
ing together rotting leaves and sand, and leav- 
ing them for about two yeais, after which tltne 
the leaves are found to have undergone com- 
plete decomposition, a very few shrivelled cells 
being discoverable among sand-grains and 
brown organic molecules. 


To ascertain the precise part taken by tlie 


earth-worm in the production of this vegetable 
mound, Von Heusen placed two worms In s 
glass vessel filled with sand, on th« turfaco of 
which was spread a layer of falleo leaves. Th» 
worms set to work at once, and, after about six 
weeks, the surface of the sand was found to be 
covered with a layer of mould nearly half an 
Inch deep, while many leaves bad been carried 
to a depth of three inches. Worm-tubes ran in 
all directions through Ihe sand; some were 
quite fresh; others had a wall of mould an

In short, the soil of 
the vessel was already perfectly well prepared 
for the growth of plants. 


A single worm weighs about forty-six grains, 


and produces in twenty-four hours nearly eight 
grains of excremeutitious matter. There are, 
on an average, about thirty-four thousand 
worms to an acre of ground, the combined 
weight of which ia over two hundied and twen- 
ty pounds, and which together pass through 
their bodies aud reduce to a tine state of divi- 
sion about thirty-seven pounds of mould in 
twenty-four hours. Besides this, they produce 
a uniform distribution of tbe mould, open up 
passages in the subsoil for roots, and render 
the subsoil fertile. They thus perform for the 
agriculturist an office which ia not only valua- 
ble and extensive, but quite inimitable.—Nine- 
teenth Century.

oysters. Franklin seated himself comfortakly 
before the fire and derived much satisfaction 
and enjoyment from tho funny experiment. 
Soon the man came in, and the company with 
rueful faces expressed most decided dissatisfac- 
tion at their disappointment. 
" The horse would not eat the oysters, sir," 


and they had lost tbelr cosy, comfoitable warm 
seats.

A violent storm of ro'n, accompanied with a 


northeast gale, prevailed in Virginia on Fiiday 
and Saturday last, resulting In destructive flood11. 
A Richmond despatch of Friday says: The 
water continued to rise, steadily during the re- 
mainder of last night and all of to-day, and be- 
bre noon had reached the high-water mark of 
he memorable flood ol 1870' At this hour, 6 
?. M., the water is 18 inches above the same 
mark and still rising slowly. 
During the en- 


tire night and the early hours of to-day tlie 
work of removing merchandise from the threat- 
ened partlons of the city progressed steadily and 
»y this timely action many merchants ha ve 
succeeded in saving Immense quantites of goods' 
Mayo's Bridge, spanning the James River be- 
tween this city and Manchester, was the chief 
point of interest durin;; the forenoon. Between 
1 and 2 o'clock, two spans of the bridge on the 
Richmond side and four on the Manchester 
side, in all about 350 tect,wcre swept away. 
At the lowest end of the city, in the locallity 
known as "Rockets," the destruction of prop- 
erty Is greatest. 
The river having risen above 


the wharves, spread over the whole blocks, and 
an Idea of the height readied by the freshet may 
be had from the statement that the steamboat 
sheds wero almost entirely covered. People 
who remained in dwellings were driven from 
floor to floor, and In many instances were finaly 
compelled to be taken away In boats. The city 
gas works, located in this section, are entirely 
submerged, and the city to-night is In tola 
darkness, with the exception of the dim anc 
glimmering lights produced by candles anc 
knrosene. The water-works, about one mil 
above the city, are partially submerged.

My greatest desire is to 9C 
tlie counliy fill up with a good class of citizen 
and tbat other Northerners may share with u 
the blessings which we enjoy. 
If they come i

They have set everything in its piope 
light; superiority has been demonstrated a 
well ad inferiority. Tha same article elegant); 
fashioned and piepared is preferred to auothe 
equally good, but less tastefully got up. Thi 
has led to artistical study, to the institution c 
schools of design, and to the production of ex 
ternal effect. 
Upon no people have these exh 


bilious of competitive skill had such an influ 
cnce as upon tbe Amencans. As long as u 
manufactuied tor home coiustimptiou alone bu 
little regaid was paid to exterior appearances 
Simplicity was the rule, mid elegance the excep 
tion. Now, however, that domestics fabrics ar 
largely e.spcited we aie more jealous otour rep 
utation, and we strive to rival in every respec 
the waies of all the count: ies we encounter 01 
Hie broad tliealre ol the world.

1 
the prices of breodsluQs and tbe geneial expen 
sesof living do not fall in like proportion, how 
is this to be eflected ? Will it not deepen the 
misery of her laboring classes, and may it, no 
lead lo a state of things exceedingly perilous to 
her moral and political inteiests ? The loss o 
her manufacturing pre-eminence is the loss o 
her political supremacy. Never were tbe vis 
ionory theories of free trade more desirable ol 
realization in tbe United Slates to England than 
they now are, and never were the enemies o 
protection so directly in conflict with all tha 
ipntributes to the solid prosperity of the na- 
lion. If the proteclive features of the presen: 
Urill'are allowed to stand, the United States 
will, at no distant day, be the largest exporter 
of domestic manufactures in tbewoild, and a 
steady tide of wealth will flow in to us from al 
quarters ^tf the globe.—Philadelphia Press.

Tho same simplicity of language, 


the ahoo.it exclusive use of common Anglo- 
Saxon wnnls, Ihe description of lowly liln and 
thu bnioblrst scenes In nature, the same whole- 
hearted and generous appeals to wlmlevcr is 
bun in humanity, pervade tho writing of both. 
Horn in jxivuriy and reared at the plough-han- 
dle, m win Jinrns ; without other education 
than lli|il obtained at Ihe road-side school- 
liousr anil by an attendance of two years at an 
ncailt-mjr, but with happier surroundings of 
home mil society than fell to tho lot of his 
Scftltlsh pintotype; with an unyielding, lil'c- 
ImiS adhoii'iica to Ieiri|X!rance in all things, sin- 
cerity, nml love of his kind, this good mini, just 
now veiglni; UIKIII his three-score years and leu, 
has made for himself a place In tho hearts of 
lib) countrymen, and In those of tho best of all 
English-sneaking countries, like that which 
Burns has held for 11 century past on the banks 
of Ayr ami in bomno Dundee. His love of 
Burns, Implanted farly and growing with his 
growih, and his first acquaintance with his 
writings, nre pleasantly luld in the following 
account from his own pen : — 


" Burns U to mo the noblest poet of our race. 


He waa I lie first poet I mid, and he will be tho 
lust. One day one of i/ur preachers came to 
slay all nielli, and noticing, afc we sat by tbe 
lire, thm.1 was intent upon a book, he said,' 1 
will read to thce, if thee likes, some poems by 
lioberl Burns. I have n copy with me.' So he 
got the, book and btgaii lo read. It was tlio 
Urst I had heard of Burns, nnd my wonder and 
delight ovei what 1 heard are as IVesb still as If 
It were yesterday. 1 hail heard nothing up to 
that moment, It seemed lo me, that had any 
right to bo called poetn ; and 1 listened as 
long as the old man would read. J noticed he 
left tbo book on thr tabir; so I roso at gray 
dawn next morning, and icud for myself! I 
was hanging over the bunk when tlm Friend 
came down, and then he Inhl me he wns going 
further lo visit such anil such meetings, would 
be Hack at hiich a time, and, If i Hkeil, would 
lo.no tho bonk with me. Tbcc may be sure I 
gratefully accepted his ollei. I reail Burns 
every moment I hud to spare; and this was 
one great ri-ault to mo of my communion with 
him; I found that Ihe things out of which 
piKmj cami! were not, as I had always imag- 
ined, somewbere away off in a world and life 


only companion until 1804—when she died— 
his last Biirvlv ing sister, Elizabeth. Ilis study 
Is a cosy loom of medium dimension.":; a cheery, 
open fire-place, with the old-fashioned brass 
andirons. Is a prominent feature of it,—indeed, 
all the poets seem to look upon stoves as intol- 
erable innovations and pledged enemies to 
poesy; near a window is bis writing table, 
which Is usually strewn with manuscripts and 
writing materials, very rarely including hooks 
of reference of any kind ; there aro-a few chairs, 
some simple pictures ol'anil-slavery acquainj.- 
ai.ces on the walls, with here and there a pho- 
tograph of some literary or personal friend. His 
book-cases are roomy and well filled, and the 
number of autograph books sent him by au- 
thors Is very large. 


Usually It In not long after he conceives a 


poetical Idea before lie has it reduced to wii- 
llng. Ho wi ites ordy when the mood seizes 
him, and then be writes as if fired with Inspira- 
tion, losing all consciousness of time and things, 
going out of himself aa it wero, and becoming 
part and psrcol of his subject. His first draft 
sutlers little subsequent alteration, and the va- 
rious editions of his works repioaents little or 
no time spent in revision. A thought seizes 
him j lie docs not mature It by slow processes 
and an infinite number of inciduntul thoughts 
and mental finishing touches ; be deliberately 
seats himself at his plain little writing-table, and 
at once puts it upon paper. May be it is a 
poem of four or five short stanzas he will write : 
ho docs not stialn after his ideas orcxpressions; 
they tranquilly come to him as fast as ho needs 
them, and be writes them down. lie may 
scratch a half line hero and there, and begin 
again ; lie may substitute one word for another 
that docs not mean enough; but there is no 
struggle, no nervous fidgeting about with the 
legs; no biting the top of his pen-handle in 
mental agony ; no waiting for the sluggish cur- 
rent of thought to bear along on its surface the 
right idea. 


In staturo Mr. VVIiittior is like his ancestors, 


lall,—measuring six feet or more,—of slender 
build, but stiaight as an anew ; a fine-looking, 
oldish man, with high forehead,-a fiiin face, a 
quiet smile, dark, piercing eyes, and hair once 
black, lint now thinned and gray. lie. (|ressea 
In a anil of blu>:k cut in Quaker fashion, and bis 
speech is characterized to a slight extent by I lie 
peculiarities of the people whose form of service 
nnd creed he prcfeis to any other; although, it 
Is well understood the latter Is hardly broad 
enough to c<nor all his opinions and convic- 
tions. He wiilks about the. country in the 
neighborhood of his liome considerably, Is pleas- 
ant and companiounuk! with his neighbors, but 
never drives In a carriage, and cannot be coaxed 
or compelled to attend a gathering of littera- 
teurs or ex-sntialavery people, a lyceutn lecture, 
or any secular assembly whatever. JIo occa- 
sionally,—not often,—visits Boston, and usujlly 
spends there a portion of the winter at the. 
bouse of his friend, 
Ex-Governor William 


(Jliiflin; he has never been abroad, and Wash- 
ington, which he visited on one occasion, Is tho 
cxticme limit ol his journeying in this country.

is for his exquisite and soul-stirring poetry, to 
us, Whitlier, in his own pure, sweet, beautiful 
life is far grander thnn in his writings.

Tho man is far nobler 
than tho poet," und Mr. Oharles II. Bralnird 
truly says, " Mi. Whittier's life has been more 
beautiful and true than any pneni that ever 
(lowed from his Inspired pen,' and fully justifies 
the warm eulogium contained in the closiii" 
lines of a beautiful tribute Io his life and c'ic "

Another member ol tho r.imily wiiies: " I'cr- 
haps I may be too partial to the memory of 
mother, though 1 confess, for my pan. 1 only 
fear! do not sufllciently revere her memory ; 
she was really and truly a good mother to iis. 
She had no moods, wns ever patient, afl'i'clinn- 
ate, and firm. She so sympathized with mis- 
foitune and distress thai she ..oulil not wait to 
investigate, and consequently somellmes gave 
to those who were unworthy ; but, if that lie a 
weakness, il 11 of the oidei Iliat no one will lie 
ashamed of be-fore the Judge «,f all.

Whittlei himself was very sensitive and ilif- 


fident. lie sent his bojish effusions in a sly 
way to the nearest village newspaper, and 
blushed lo hia finger-tips when William Llojd 
Wartison, who edited the paper, nfier n loiig 
and diligent search, found him out; but Ibe 
hour had come, and then and theie. In an ob- 
scure farm-house In East Haverhill, Massachu- 
setts, these two men—then in their teens, now 
so famous and beloved—first struck hands, 
and for more than half acentmy have pursued, 
each in his ow n way, through evil report and 
good report, tlie path of conviction anil recli- 
lude, and yet live to renp 11 rich reward of ap- 
preciation and love. 


In his extreme modesty, WbitUer considers 


hi.i literary attainments rather accidental ami 
fortuitous. Indeed, as has happened to mote 
than o«e of tho men who ha»e won tbe admi- 
ration of their fellows and achieved greatness, 
be was at .first without honor in the eyes of his 
pates at school and on the farm, and their rid- 
icule of his attempts at verse was so stinoiii" 
that tbe passion for writing well mgli died onT 
of him, for very vexation and shame. II is ow n 
judguwul of his writings, after tbe mature con- 
sideration of iirty years, is thus expressed in a 
letter to a frif nd lately : "• 1 have not been 
able to place a very high estimate on my wri- 
tings. I know too well their deficiencies. But 
1 have given the public the best I had to give, 
and the measure of favor with whicli It has 
been received has been a constant surprise to 
me. This, at least, 1 can say truly, that I have 
been actuated by a higher motive than literary 
success ; and it has beon mv desire that what- 
ever influence my wrilln» may exert should bo 
found ou the side of morality, fieedom, aud 
Christian cliaiity." 


Mr. Wbittier has attempted other parts iioni 


time to lime than lhat of poel, driven thereto by 
thu bane ot literary uien, -'res angusta domi," 
At eightesn ho essayed school-keeping ; but 
the rough, harum-scarum bays of the district 
were ton much I'or him, and ho lesigned. For 
y«ars thereafter he called himselfati editor, b 
never attained more than moderate success , 
that apparently easiest of all professions. H 
has represented Haverhill und Amesbury occa 
sionally in the Massachusetts legislatuie, bu 
it Is believed that he does not pride himself o 
his record as a legislator or politician.

never was very poor, because his wants were 
small, and because, with tbe frucality and con 
scieutiousoess characteristic of Quakeis every 
where, bis outgoes never exceeded bis income 
It i« related thai years ago, when he was not 
as popular as Iio is now, be was walking one 
day ou Cornhill vfbcn he met Miuzey, tbe pub 
Usher and pill-seller. After some conversalioi 
about poetry and one thing and another, Mnz 
ley proposed to |«y him $500 for the copyright 
of his productions, and a percentage on the 
sales. Mr. Whitlier was vastly astonished. He 
thought pill and book making hud combined to 
make the man may; hm Muzzey was in dead 
earnest, and at last Mr. Whittifr, with a re- 
served feeling of compassion for the demented 
publisher, consented to the arrangement. Muz- 
»ey brought out ihe hitherto ill-dressed and ob- 
scure children of tbe poet's brain, whicli he 
picked up here and theie. in neat and attractive 
shape. The tales which immediately followed 
astonished nobody so much as the poet himself; 
but be gradually reconciled himself to them, 
and began to put money in bis purse. He 
realized, bowever, DO very great sum from his 
productions before tlio advent of Snow-itouud, 
which be hlmjelf considers a very indifferent 
bit of versification, its sudden popularity being 
cue of tbe greatest surprises of his life.
